a. Find that RPIA fedled to keep monthly time-logs for the $336,569 in 
payroll allocated between federal and non-federal funds, pursuant to the 
meeting discussion and as amended by the email fix)m Vice Chair Ravel's 
Office dated January 30,2014. 

b. Direct the Audit Division to include in the Proposed Final Audit Report 
an Additional Issues section addressing the remaining amount for 100% 
non-federal payments.
